He heard 
his doom with a self-control as re- 
markable as his cold bravado a week 
ago, in describing to the jurors the 
details of how he lied, stole and cheated 
all through,his life, and how, with per- 
sistent ingenuity, he killed with poison 
and disease germs John E. Peck of 
Grand Rapids, his wealthy father-in- 
law, 

Dr. Waite was allowed to make a 
speech. It was clear, brief, quietly ut- 
tered, and received a tribute of a full 


| minute’s silence from Justice Shearn 


and the small gathering in the court- 
room before the sentence of death was 
read. 


Appears a Little Thinner. 

' There were hardly a score of persons 
present, including two or three women, 
none of whom was directly concerned 
in the trial, when Justice Shearn took 
his seat. Waite, apparently a little thin- 
ner and more drawn than he was last 
week, was led to a seat in the aisle at 
the side until Clerk Penny called his 
name. He stood erect at the bar, Deputy 
Sheriff Burke beside him. ; 
Dr. Waite was dressed, as at his trial, 
with a high turndown collar, a dull pur- 
Ple tie and.a worn but carefully pressed 
blue serge coat. 

When asked whether he had any rea- 
son why sentence should not-be passed 
on him, he replied: “I have not.’’ 

Walter R. Deuel his counsel, then 
interposed “Notice a an appeal on all 
the grounds named in the criminal 
code and also entered a demurrer and 
a motion to quash the indictment on 
the ground that it did not state facts 
constituting a crime. Dr. Waite leaned 
forward and said to Justice Shearn:

The Justice was apparently taken by 
surprise and congidered the request for 
a moment; then he said: ‘‘You may.’ 

“I would just like. to say,’’ said 
Dr. Waite, speaking in a low voice, 
which did not quaver and was not 
strained, ‘‘that I thank the Court 
for the fairness I received here and 
for expediting my trial. 

Thanks District Attorney. 

“IT would like to express my ap- 
preciation of the conscientiousness 
of the District Attorney, Mr. B.oth- 
ers, in endeavoring to do his duty 
by society and at the same time to 
be fair to me in this matter. 

“T would like to say that I feel 
my counsel, Mr. Devel, has been 
kind, always. and that I appreciate 
his efforts and I know he was sin- 
cere in his belief in my case. 

‘“T know nothing can undo the 
wrong I have done. ‘There are some 
I have injured beyond all asking for 
their forgiveness. 

“TIT am glad to give my body in ex- 
piation to the law and if in any smal! 
degree it> will comfort those who 
have suffered by my acts. I only 
wish I had more than one body to 
give, if it would in any measure 
atone to them for what. they have 
lost, 

‘T hope that many otners, whom I 
have pvt so grievously injured, may 
find it in their hearts to forgive 
me. I hope my soul, when it has 
left my body, may go on to serve 
. them.”

“The bets have been made by sports- 
men who play to win,” said O’Leary. 
“The odds in Chicago’ on other. can- 
didates are seven to five on Hughes, 
and as for the rest in the field, anyone 
can make his own book.’’ 

Following are other wagers an- 
nounced in Chicago: $250 to $400 
that Roosevelt is nominated; $100 to 
$300 that Hughes wins; $50 to $200 on 
Root. The favorite sons are consid- 
ered out of it. Roosevelt is the favor- 
ite, at odds of about 8 to 5; Hughes 
8 to 1; Root 4'to 1, and “write your 
own ticket’ on the others. 


Even Money on Hughes, 6 to 5 
Against T. R. in New York. 
NEW YORK, June 1.—Chester 
Thompson, who handles most of the 
big betting on the Wall street curb 
market, said yesterday he had prac- 
tically unlimited money to wager 
even that Hughes will be nominated. 
He said no 8 to 5 money was being 
offered against Hughes as reported. 
According to Thompson, the latest 
odds against Roosevelt are 6 to 5. He 
reported that $100,000 had been placed 
in his hands to bet on the Colonel, 
but his principals demand 7 to 5.

Big Army and Navy Rests on Quick 
Move by Nation as no Time Is Left 
for Gradual Growth as in Europe, 
Says Former President — Experts 
Required. and Co-Operation of All 
Industries Needed,

E preparedness campaign cannot be measured 

in terms of three or four months’ work be- 

fore election. Too many politicians who be- 
lieve in the flintlock theory of statesmanship are 
looking at the subject only from the standpoint of 
vote getting. 

They timidly weigh the probabilities and try to 
figure out whether the support of this group or that 
group can be secured. Theirs is the spirit.which will 
not look even six months into the future; it is the 
spirit which leads to compromises and half meas- 
ures, and compromises and half-measures in nation- 
al preparedness mean national disaster. 

Only strong men, only statesmen, only political 
parties that are willing to take a stand unalterably 
for a great principle, can serve our nation today. The 


victory that must be won at the polls means unre- 


mitting work until 80 or 90 per cent of our popula- 
tion lends its whole-hearted support to the effort. 

There must be broad majorities in the-lower. house 
of Congress, in the United States Senate and in State 
Legislatures, all convinced and ready to support 
to the end the great constructive policy which will 
tax our national energies as no Government’s task 
of organization that we have ever before undertaken 
has done. It is a task that will require the energies 
of hundreds of statesmen, of hundreds of leaders 
who have organizing ability. We have some such 
men in Congress. We have some such men outside 
of Congress. We need many more. 

Once the thought of preparedness is accepted by 
the voters and has the Houses of Congress behind it, 
the task is but begun: There must be at the outset 
an administration that recognizes the extent of the 
problem, and that has the experience and vision to 
furnish the necessary leadership to carry it through. 


Greatest Task Ever Undertaken 


by Any Nation in History. 

HE task that we ask our people to undertake 

T during the ensuing decade is of great dimen- 

sions. No nation has ever attempted it be- 

force, save as the result of war, and usually of dis- 

astrous war. Will we be wise enough to learn 

from the experience of others or only from disaster 
to ourselves? 

The modern army and the modern navy are the 
most complicated, the most highly developed and the 
most highly specialized organizations that man- 
kind has ever produced. The work of running them 
ramifies into every field of industry-‘and transpor- 
tation. It requires the application of the most ad- 
vanced science ard means the co-ordination and re- 
organization of our research laboratories and reat 
entific schools: 

Usually the structure of such a military organiza- 
tion is the result of a gradual growth, as with most 
human institutions. There are in the United States 
huge private business plants, each with its fac- 
tories located in a dozen different states and its 
agencies in every state and in almost every village, 
reaching immense sections of the entire farming com- 
munity, and investments of hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

Into these institutions the work of a lifetime of 
dozens of our business men of the highest talent, 
even genius, has gone to bring them to their present 
perfection. Many of the ablést men in our country 
have spent their whole careers in guiding anete or- 
ganizations. . 

Yet these great business organizations are small 
in the amount of capital they represent, in the range 


of the work that they must undertake, when com- 


pared with the national tasks before us today. Pre- 


“paredness presents to us a problem that will test the 


power of the National Government as seriously as 
the construction of the Panama Cana! each year for 
a decade. 

Politicians and phrase makers cannot accomplish 
the work. They would fail as completely in the pub- 
lic service as they would if they were to attempt 
to create a great industrial organization. The armies 
and navies of each of the European nations today 
represent the accumulated experience and effort of 
that nation’s history. For generations they have 
received the attention of the best men who have 
éontributed their organizing power to the structure 
of defense. Take Germany, for example. Step by 
step from the days of Frederick the Great—one of 
the greatest organizing geniuses in history—the Ger- 
man y has grown.

The French army traces its conception back to the 
days of the French Revolution, when a hostile coa- 
lition of Kings tried to suppress the hew-born 
democracy, and was met by “a nation in arms.” 
The British navy traces an unbroken line of tra- 
dition back to the days of Cromwell; all the ex- 
perience and knowledge of a mighty seafaring peo- 
ple have been woven into the structure of this mar- 
velous organization; in it the spirit of such men as 
Nelson lives today. 

The United States is being rushed headlong into 
world trade. Whether it wishes it or not, it has 
become a world Power and must face international 
problems. 

Unsolved questions, such as Mexico, cannot be-side- 
stepped. “Watchful waiting’ has brought disor- 
ganization and anarchy to Mexico and increased 
our humiliation from month to month. Petty. war- 
fare today with bandits reveals our army organiza- 
tion as entirely inadequate. We cannot wait for 
the slow growth of our military establishment dur- 
ing a generation as the nations abroad have done. 
We must accomplish our work within five or ten 


years. 
First Step Is to Divorce 
Army and Navy From Politics. 


navy organizations absolutely from politics. 
Military efficiency must be the sole deter- 
mining factor. It is an ominous sign that fore- 
bodes ill.when personal politics and conditions of 
vote-getting influence preparednes legislation. 
In the army and navy much depends upon the 
ability, personal efforts and character of the lead- 
ers. The art of warfare has changed enormously, 
within the last two years. 
ent from warfare two years ago as warfare then was 
from the warfare of the Civil War. 
Experienced army men must deal with the prob- 
lems of organization in our army. But we must 
vest the final authority in men whose minds are 
open to the changes that have taken place. Some of 
the simplest and most elemental changes of the past, 
such as the fire control system for our battleships, 
encountered opposition that could be overcome only 
after much effort and tactful handling of officers of 
high rank in the mavy. 
We must create a permanent board of experts, in- 
cluding young men who will study our military and 
industrial problems and correlate all the different 
phases of our effort for preparedness. Recommenda- 
tions by these experts must: be of such quality that 
they can be supported as authoritative expressions 
of that which is best to be done. But they will not 
be worth heeding until we hold*to the gravest ac- 
countability, at the bar of public opinion, the Presi- 
dent who places totally unfit men in office as Sec- 
retaries of War and of the Navy. 7 

In the ordinary walks of life, in ordingry institu- 
tions, the results achieved are tested constantly. 
Faulty workmanship in a factory becomes #mmedi- 
. ately evident in defective goods. A business that is 
mismanaged soon ends in failure. An army or navy, 
however, is tested but rarely. Yet army and navy 
organizations are always peculiarly beset by dangers. 
Routine, and even the discipline that becomes rou- 

tine, are likely. to create habits that prevent the 
adoption of the many improvements in science and 
method that the rapid developments of our time 
make possible. 


We Must Make It Clear We Are 
Preparing Only for Defense. 


E can meet foes that use every resource of 
science and technical skill only if we are 
fully alert ourselves. The army must be 

respected and honored. Therefore, it must be kept 
keyed up to the highest point of efficiency. The en- 
tire body of officers must be guided by a command- 
ing chief in such fashion as to prevent social’ am- 
bition and luxury from sapping its energy. me 
and the failure to demand and apply proper stand 
ards inevitably bring dry rot. 

It is not a matter of money alone. A militery. or- 
ganization requires hard, intelligent, unremitting 
work, and aiso requires an energetic, forcefu} man 
who can supply the driving will. Only by intelligent 
supervision that understands the problems ¢f the 
army and navy, coupled with sympathy and stren- 
uous insistence upon duty, can the spirit be kent 
alive im officers and men that will give us efficient 
forces. | 

Once our army and navy program is decided upon, 
it must be quickly and resolutely carried throuch. 
We must make it clear that we mean to buii4 up 
our strength only for the purpose of defending our 
legitimate interests. There must be no bravaco and 
no threats to any nation, but a genuine effort to face 
squarely the few conflicts of interest to which our 
foreign relations are open, and to arrive by discus- 
sion at an equitable solution. 

Mexico is an immediate problem, and as long as 
conditions in Mexico remain a chaos of murder an¢ 
misrule, it will be as dangérous to our peace as th- 
Balkan Peninsula has proved to the peace of Purore. 
Let it be remembered that all we ask is that Mex- 
ion shall be prosperous and well-behaved. Any 
neighbor of ours that is deing. well for itecif has 
notting to fear from us. :

DEBATE ON THE SUBJECT 
Suggestion Made That U. S. Has 


Power to Force Entente to 
Make Peace. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, June 1.—Prof. 
Hans Delbrueck of the University of 
Rerlin has written an article in regard 
to American mediation in the war, in 
-which he says there is something repel- 
lent to Germany in the idea of accept- 
ing President Wilson as mediator. 

It is obvious, he says, that the sym- 
pathies of the President are with the 
entente Powers, which might be re- 
garded as disqualifying him so far as 
the central Powers are concerned. He 
continues: 

‘‘Moreover President Wilson, by using 
in his speech expressions which are in- 
sulting, has created an atmosphere be- 
tween us which renders a cordial rap- 
prochement no longer possible. Never- 
theless Germany need not, show herself 
absolutely . inflexible, for Germany’s 
strength lies in the fact that the Presi- 
dent already has shown himself so un- 
friendly that he has left almost noth- 
ing undone in that direction. 

As to Peace Compulsion. 

“What could he do to us if he pro- 
posed conditions which we rejected 
flat'y? He might threaten war, but he 
wou'd never be able to win the support 
of American public opinion and of Con- 
gress for war in order to establish the 
Peace of Europe?” . 

Prof. Delbrueck argues the case is 
quite different with the entente Pow- 
ers, which are completely in the hands 
of America and are compelled to accept 
conditions which America regards as 
reasonable. 

“America not even need to g0 
so far as to prohibit the exportation of 
mtnitions and to withdraw financial 
support,’ he writes, ‘“‘but needs only to 
insist on maintenance of the old rules 
of international law in order to compel 
England to yield. 

‘Now that Premier 
eign Secretary Grey 
more peaceful way, 
has only to seize the opportunity and 
he will have them firmly in his grasp. 

‘Furthermore, much as the President 
may wish to conduct mediation in the 
interests of Great Britain and France, 
we are‘not without weapons against 
him. The first is that we could raise 
the question whether we would enter 
into negotiations at all until Great Brit- 
ain’s blockade has been brought into 
harmony with international law. 

‘In the second place President Wil- 
son has a great personal interest in 
quick success because a_ presidential 
election is pending. If Germany makes 
concessions to the pacific ideology 
which is so strong in America, Ger- 
many diplomatically would get the up- 
per hand completely. It would be much 
more agreeable for us to deal directly 
with our enemies, but American media- 
tion would offer certain advantages for 
us.”’ 

At the session of the Reichstag Tues- 
day Dr. Gustav Stressemann, national 
Liberal, in an address rejected the idea 
that President Wilson would be avail- 
able as a peace mediator. 

“If you take a vote of the German peo 
ple,’’ said Dr. Stressemann, ‘‘onlya 
small minority would accept President 
Wilson. as a mediator, after he has 
rendered it possible for our enemies to 
keep going in a military way by inten- 
sifying the possibility for the manufac- 
ture of munitions, after he has done 
nothing whatever to utilize the vast 
power of a great world state to guar- 
antee the shipment of provisions to 
Germany; after we have found that he 
has ever raised his hand threateningly 
and proceeded against us with all his 
power when we tried to defend our- 
selves against the miserable starving- 
out war. 

Would Not Reject Mediation. 

“We would not reject the peace me- 
diations of a really neutral power, pos- 
sibly the President of Switzerland. but 
President Wilson’s hand we reject, and 
we believe a great mass’ of the German 
people approve our rejection of it.”’ 

The speaker’s words were greeted 
with loud applause, mingled: with 
shouts of disapproval from the .Social- 
ists, 

Herr von Graefe, conservative, sharp- 
ly attacked the Government, accusing it 
of weakness of dealing with the United 
States. He was answered as sharply by 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, speaking for the 
first time as Secretary of the Interior. 

Herr Hirsch, national Liberal, asked: 
“Do you believe seriously that Presi- 
dent Wilson wants to do anything fa- 
vorable to Germany?” 

“You know he does not, if you recall 
the answer he sent to the Emperor on 
the subject of breaches of international 
law by our enemies,” said Herr Hirsch, 
answering his own question.

TREBIZOND TO CONSTANTINOPLE 
VIA PETROGRAD AND STOCKHOLM 


American Consul Required to Make 
Long Journey Between Two 
Turkish Cities. 

BERLIN, via London, June 1.—The 
American Consul at Trebizond, Oscar 
S. Heizer, who the State Department at 
Washington recently ordered to Con- 
stantinople to replace the American 
Consul-General while the latter was on 
a vacation, has arrived at Berlin from 
Petrograd. He has found it necessary

ATLANTA, Ga., June 1—Mrs. Eloise 
Nelms Dennis, who with her sister, Bea- 
trice Nelms, disappeared in San Anton- 
io, Tex., in 1914, Went there expecting to 


| marry Victor FE. Innes, lawyer, although 


he already had a legal wife, and to go 
with him to India to found a new re- 
ligious sect, according to testimony of 
Mrs. John W. Nelms, mother of the 
missing women, in court here yesterday. 

Mrs. Nelms testified in the trial of In- 
nes on charge of larceny after trust. He 
is acéused of taking $4000 from Mrs. 
Dennis. 

Mrs.. Nelgns took the stand after other 
witnesses had testified that Innes re- 
ceived about $2000 from Mrs. Dennis to 
purchase real estate in Montana, Mexi- 
co and Possibly Utah. Mrs. Nelms told 
of letters her daughter received from In- 
nes declaring his love for her. 

“He postponed the date of the mar- 
riage from time to time during 1913 and 
the early part of 1914,” the witness said, 
“until finally he wrote her to meet him 
in San Antonio in June, 1914, where they 
would be married.” 

It already had been testified that Mrs. 
Dennis thought Innes was not married 
at the time she knew of him and that 
he brought the present Mrs. Innes to At- 
lanta with him, introducing her as his 
aunt. 

Mrs. Viola Sickles Innes, a divorced 
wife of the defendant, took the stand 
and testified that Innes had been mar- 
ried before she married him and that his 
full name was “La Verno Victor ©lmore 
Innes.’’ She lived with him about twc 
years, she said. They were divorced at 
Carson City, Nev., in 191é. 

Innes and his present wife were acquit- 
ter recently in San Antonio on charges 
of having murdered Mrs. Dennis and 
Miss Nelms.

of the United States should a case sim- 
jlar to that of Columbus be repeated at 
any. other point along the frontier line. 

‘‘As a consequence of this proposition 
made in the Mexican note of March 10 
to the United States Government, 
through error and precipitation, thoughc 
that the good intention of the Mexican 
Government was sufficient to authorize 
it to cross the frontier, and without 
awaiting a formal agreement, ordered 2 
large party of Americans to enter Mex- 
ico in. pursuit of Villa and his arty. 
Because of this act the American Gov- 
ernment made most emphatic protesta- 
tions that it was acting in good faith 
and that its only purpose in crossing 
the line was to pursue, capture or de- 
stroy the Villa band and that the act 
did not signify an invasioh of our terri- 
tory nor an attempt to violate the sov- 
ereignt}\ of Mexico and that as soon as 
a practical result. was shown by the ex- 
pedition, the American troops would be 
withdrawn from Mexican territory. 

“The Mexican Government had no 
knowledge that American troops had 
crossed the border until March 17, and 
this came from private sources tn "l 
Paso. This Government then directed 
a note to the American Government 
stating that inasmuch as no formal 
agreement’ had been entered into be- 
tween the two Governments, the Amer- 
icans could not be considered as author- 
orized to send such an expedition. 


“The Washington Government ex- 
plained the sending of such an expedi- 
tion, saying that it regretted the atti- 
tude of the Mexican Government re- 
garding the passage of troo)'s across 
the frontier in pursuit of Villa and that 
it was done in the understanding that 
the former interchange of notes plainly 
implied the consent of the Mexican 
Government without fruther formalities 

“The Government of the United States 
explained also that its attitude was 
taken in view of the necessity for rapid 
action and explained its willingness to 
receive any suggestions of the Mexican 
Government relative to a formal agree- 
ment for the crossing of the interna- 
tional line by forces of either country. 

“Both Governments then hastened to 
define terms of an agreement. twv 
projects of the Mexican Government ana 
two counter projects o*-the American 
Covernment being exchanged. In dis- 
cussing the project the Mexican Gov- 
ernment insisted strongly that the op- 
eration cof troops in a foreign country 
must be limited as to the number of 
troops, the class of arms and the terri- 
tery occupied. 

“The American Government refused to 
agree on these points, but in the last 
note presented to this Government, 
tions, nevertheless insisting that they 
tion. 

“This attitude of the American Gov- 
ernment caused the Mexican Govern- 
ment to send a note under date of Apri] 
12, suspending negotiations over any 
agreement, in view of the fact that the 
American Government demanded that 
the Columbus case should be excluded. 
and requested the retirement of the 
American troops, as they were in Mex- 
ico under no agreement and as a fur- 
ther reason because the Villa band‘ts 
had been dispersed and reduced to im- 
potency. 

‘“‘Meanwhile, the American Govern- 
ment did not answer the note of April 
12, nor withdraw the troops, and it was 
found convenient by both countries that 
a convention of military chieftains n-eet 
at some border point in order to treat

“To this effect, there met at Ciudad

frank cordiality.’’ 

Promised to Withdraw. 

The note states that the conferees ex- 
changed data on the frontier situation 
and prepared a memorandum for their 
respective Governments in which ‘Gen. 
Scott declared that the destruction and 
dispersion of the Villa band had been 
completed and therefore the American 
Government had decided to begin with- 
drawal of its troops under the promise 
that the Mexican Government would en- 
deavor to maintain an effective guard 
against new incursions.’’ 

The de facto Government, says the 
note, could not approve the agreement 
because it contained a stipulation that 
the withdrawal could be suspended 
should another incursion ‘‘serve to 
change the belief of the Washington 
Government in the ability of the Mex- 
ican Government to protect the fron- 
tier.’’ This condition was unsatisfac- 
tory, the note adds, ‘‘because evacuation

The raid on Glenn Springs and Bo- 
quillas is then recalled as having oc- 
curred during the border’ conference.

“that the crossing of American soldiizrs 
on this new account would not be per- 
mitted and that orders had already been 
given to all military commanders on the 
frontier to prevent it.” 

The note declares that Gens. Sectt and 
Funston then assured Gen. Obregn that 
no pursuit of the Boquillas raiders had 
been ordered, and that no mvure .\(me}i- 
can soldiers would enter Moavxic:n terri- 
tory. ‘“‘this assurance,”’ it adds, ‘was 
reiterated by Gen. Scott aimse'f in a 
later private conversation with Jinn 
Neftali Amador, Subsecretary of For- 
eign Affairs, who had had opportunity 
‘}to take part In the conferences.”

“The explanation given by the Amer- 
ican Government in regard to the cross- 
ing of troops at Columbus has never 
been satisfactory to the Mexican Gov- 
ernment,” the communication says, “‘but 
the new invasion of our territory is no 
longer an isolated fact and tends to 
convince the Mexican Government that 
something more than a mere error 18 
involved. 

“This latter act of the American forces 
causes new complications for the Mex- 
ican Government, increasing the diffi- 
culty of finding a.satisfactory solution h 
and the tenseness of the international 
situation. exican Government can- 
not consider this last incident except 
as an invasion of our territory and it 
is its duty to request the American 
Government to order the immediate 
withdrawal of these new forces and to 
abstain from sending any other ex- 
pedition of a similar nature.’ 

Deelaring that the obligation of pro- 
tecting the frontier rests equally upon 
both Governments, the de facto Govern- 
ment suggests that since American 
troops undisturbed by other military op- 
erations ‘‘are physically unable to pro- 
tect the line on the American side,” 
the difficulties of the Mexican Govern- 
ment should be appreciated. Every pos- 
sible effort in that direction has been 
made, it says, and insists that raids by 
irresponsible outlaws should be causes 
for “pecuniary reparation and a reason 
to adopt a combined defense, but never 
a cause for American authorities to in- 
vade our national territory.” 

The note (written before the withdraw- 
al of the Boquillas expedition) then re- 
news its demands for the immediate 
withdrawal of that force, adding that 
in any case, after having made its posi- 
tion clear, ‘‘it will be forced to defend 
itself against any group of Ameri“an 
troops which may be found within its 
territory.” It refers to the Columbus 
expedition as ‘interned in the State of 
Chihuahua,” and also insists upon iis 
withdrawal, adding: 

“The Mexican Government 
stands that in the face of the unwilling- 
ness of the American Government to 
withdraw the above forces, it would be 
left no other resource than to procure 
the defense of its territory by means of 
arms; but it understands at the same 
time its duty to avoid as far as pos- 
sible an armed conflict between the two 
countries and acting in accordance with 
the treaty of Feb. 2, 1848, it considers 
it its duty to resort to all meuns of a 
peaceful character to find a selution of 
the international conflict in which bvth 
countries are involved.” 

Asks for Explanation. 

At this point the note requests of the 
United States Government ‘‘a more cate- 
gorical explanation of its real intentions 
towards Mexico.’ To clear the way for 
such a statement, it proposes to speak 
the mind of the Mexican Governmen:, 
with entire frankness and setting asidc 
‘all diplomatic euphemism” but declar- 
ing it does so’ hoping that the sensi- 
bilifies of the Washington Government 
will not be wounded by its words. ‘[t 
recalls protestations of friendship »y 
the American Government towards 
Latin-American countries and particu- 
larly . toward ented citing President 
Wilson’s declaration that the United 
States ‘‘did not intend to interfere in 
the internal affairs of Mexico nor in 
any way to impair its sovereignty. These 
repeated protestations appeared, it says,

and which are constantly embarrassing 
the new Government in its effort to re- 
organize the political. economic and so0- 
cial conditions of the country on a new 
basis, there are many facts which 
cause the influence of the American 
Government to be felt against the con- 
solidation of the present Government in 
Mexico.”’ 

The note cites ‘the decided support” 
given Villa at one time by Gen. Scott 
and the State Department which, :t 
says, prolonged the civil war many 
months; and the continuous assistance 
rendered by American Catholic clergy 
to their Mexican brothers, who are, it 
is charged, ‘‘incessantly working against 
the Constitutionalist government.” 

The activities of thes “American in- 

terventionist press and business men’”’ 
also are referred to. The American 
Government, the note says, ,is either 
unable or unwilling to prevent all of 
these ‘“‘works of conspiracy’’ against 
the de facto Government. Many of the 
bands of border outlaws, it adds, wore 
“armed and, perhaps, also organized” 
under the tolerance of Texas authori- 
ties, while well-known conspirators who 
were arrested have been released under 
insignificant bond. 
The detention of shipment of arms and 
ammunition to the Mexican Government 
is also arraigned as an unfriendly act fr 
which no frank reason has been 4s- 
signed. This embargo, it says, ‘‘can 
have no other interpretation than that 
the United States wishes to protect it- 
self against the emergency of a future 
conflict.”” The note does not question 
the right of the United States to do 
this, but declares a frank statement of 
its reasons would be preferable to the 
“frivolous pretext of preventing these 
arms and ammunition from falling into 
the hands of Villista bands.’’ The whole 
embargo matter, it asserts, ‘“‘is a clear 
indication that the acts of the American 
military authorities are in conflict with 
the purposes of peace of the American 
Government.”’ 

“The Mexican Government cannot 
wish war with the United States,’’ the 
note continues, ‘‘and if this should oc- 
cur it would undoubtedly result as a 
consequence of a deliberate purpose of 
the United States. For the time being 
the above precautionary acts indicate 
that thera is a purpose of prepared- 
ness for such emergency or that which 
is the same, the beginning of hostilities 
on the part of the United States toward 
Mexico.”

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WASHINGTON, June 1.—Debate on 
the naval appropriation bill, one of the 
big preparedness measures, continued in 
the Houss today. Only a few more 
amendments will be offered before the 
closing of debate tomorrow. Then the 
measure Will be passed and sent to the 
Senate. 

Amendments to the bill to provide for 
a $11,000,000 Government armor plate 
plant, for $3,500,000, instead of $2,000,000 
worth of ceroplanes, for 2730 additional 
sailors and for a bonus system to en- 
courage the speedy private construction 
of warships, were adopted yesterday by 
the House, sitting as the Committee of 
the Whole. , 

Party lines were broken down on every 
vote. Twenty-three Republicans and two 
Progressives joined the Democrats in vot- 
ing for the armor plate proposal, the 
final vote being 165 to 91. Thirteen 
Democrats, including Igoe of ° St. 
Louis, lined up with the Re- 
publicans on the additional aeroplane 
amendment, which was carried by 129 
to 102. The bonus and increased per- 
sonnel amendments were adopted over- 
whelmingly without roll calls. 

Bethlehem in Limelight. 

Debate on the armor plate amend- 
ment, which already has been passed as 
a separate bill in the Senate, centered 
largely around the question of whether 
the Bethlehem Steel Co., the largest 
private manufacturer of plate, had treat- 
ed the Government fairly-in dealings 
with it. 

Representatives Butler and Graham cf 
PennsylVania waged the fight against 
the Naval Committee amendment offar- 
ing as a substitute an amendment by 
Butler looking to a setlement of ‘the 
controversy between the Government and 
private manufacturers through a Fed- 

eral trade commission. 

The Butler amendment would have 
provided for an appropriation for build- 
ing a Government plant, but made its 
use contingent upon the refusal of pri- 
vate manufacturers to accept contracts 
at prices judged by the commission to be 
fair. 

“Do not put a private concern out 
of business in this manner without giv- 
ing it a chance,’’ Graham pleaded. ‘‘The 
United States Government is not being 
cheated, as many would have you be- 
lieve. The frrices this Government is 
paying for plate compare very favorably 
with what it costs the Japanese Govern- 
ment to manufacture plate.’’ 


Attacks Private Concern. 
Representative Sherley of Kentucky, 


in supporting the committee amend- 
ment, declared his belief that the Gov- 
ernment should manufacture some part 
of every article which it uses exclusive- 
ly, simply to establish a cost price. He 
attacked the Bethlehem Steel Co. for 
its refusal, during a recent congression- 
al inquiry, to reveal the cost of makings 
ar...or plate. 

“The Bethlehem Steel Co. now is mak. 
ing offers to the Government,” he said.

Increase of Sailors. 
The increase of 2730 sailors in the 


navy personnel would be effected by 
removing the hospital corps from the 
total number of enlisted men provided 
by law. Representative Roberts of 
Massachusetts made a futile attempt 
to add 2760 sailors and 700 marines to 
the bill. Chairman Padgett said the 
country would have no use for this 
additional number of marines at this 
time. 

Under the construction bonus amend- 
ment the Secretary of the Navy would 
bo authorized to award bonuses of as 
much as 20 per cent of contract prices 
for quick delivery. It would require 
the employment of extra shifts instead 
of long hours for workmen in speeding 
up of construction. 

Members of Congress who have been 
fighting for an increased appropriation 
for aviation believe that the big Cur- 
tiss hydroaeroplane now on exhibition 
just across from the House Office 
Building—the idea of the Aero Club of 
America and the New York World— 
had a great deal \to do with turning 
sentiment in favor of more money for 
this important branch of the navy. 

Since the machine has been an exhi- 
bition, scores of House members have 
made careful inspection of it and have 
come away filled with enthusiasm and 
a determination to provide suffictent 
funds for the aircraft of the United 
States. 


Blames Baker for Amount Designdted 
for Army Aeronautics. 
NEW YORK, June 1.—The letter of 


the Aero Club of America sent to 
President Wilson, Secretaries Baker 
and Daniels and all members of Con- 
gress,’ protesting that the appropria- 
tion for aeronautical preparedness 
in the army appropriation bill ts in- 
adequate, has elicited a reply re- 
celved yesterday by Alan R. Hawley, 
president of the Aero Club, from Rep- 
resentative Julius R. Kahn, member 
of the Committee on Military Affairs. 
The communication in part reads: 

“TIT find that Secretary Baker has 
recommended to the committee the ex- 
penditure of $1,222,100 for the aviation 
section of the signal corps for the 
year 1917. The committee allowed the 
entire amount asked for this pur- 
pose. If that amount ts insufficient 
the fault lies with the department, 
and not with the Committee on Mili- 
("3 Affaire, :

- APPARENTLY AN 
ENTIRE FAILURE 


Shackleton Probably Did Not 
Land at Weddell Sea—Ross 
Sea Ship Carried Away. 


NEW YORK, June 1—The message 
from Lieut. Sir Ernest Shackleton, the 
British explorer, sent, according to his 
promise to the Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World, is the first word of 
the fate of the expedition since news 
came 6f the mishap to his relief ship, 
the Aurora, and supposedly left Sir 
Ernest and his party stranded some- 
where on the Antarctic continent. 

While the message is silent on the 
subject, the conclusion is inevitable 
that, far from achieving his. aim to 
march 1700 miles across the Antarctic 
continent, Shackleton did not even make 
a landing there to establish a base. The 
expedition appears to have been a com- 
plete failure. 

When the word came that the Aurora 
had been damaged in ice which carried 
it away from Ross Sea and had re- 
turned to New Zealand. the first ques- 
tion asked by explorers, scientific men 
and the public all over the world, was: 
“Where is Shackleton? Ie he, like 
Seott, lost forever somewhere beyond 
the tice barrier?” 

The Aurora had been relied upon by 
Sir Zrnest to pick up himself and his 
part) at the Ross Sea, where he had 
hoped to emerge after crossing the 
Antarctic continent from ~ the South 
Americ..n side to the Australian side.

Evans, caught and disabled in the ice 


fioes and carried more than a@ thousnnd 


| miles from her post, leaving, so far as 


the world knew, Sir Ernest marooned 
on the continent. At Ross Sea were left 
Capt. Mackintosh, H. E. Wild, Ernest 
Joyce, J. L. Cope, A. Stevens, Spencer 
Smith, Richard Hayward and Jack 
Gaze, all of whom were ashore when 
the Aurora went adrift. They are still 
marooned there, and no word has been 
heard of them sihce. 

Shackleton has failed in his great 
aspiration, to cross the Antarctic conti- 


j nent and the pole itself, and sends word 


of himself to the world after a re- 
markable voyage in an open 22-foot 
whaleboat across 1000 miles of ocean. 
What five men accompanied him on this 
adventurous trip, Sir Ernest, in his 
cablegram, does not tell. But it would 
seem to be probable that the party in- 
cluded some, at least, of the five men 
whom he designated, before setting out, 
to accompany him on the dash across 
the pole. 

These were Frank Wild, second in 
command, a veteran of nine years’ serv- 
ice in the Antarctic; George Marston, 
youngest of the five; Tom Crean, who 
was with Scott; Dr. Macklin, surgeon, 
and Frank Hurley, motion picture op- 
erator, who was with Sir Douglas Maw- 
son. 
Elephant Isliand Barren. 

Elephant Island is one wf the South 
Shetland group, a rocky cHuin of vol- 
canic origin, on the fringe of the Ant- 
arctic. All of the islands of the group 
are wild, barren and mountainous, soma 
rising more than 7000 feet. They are he 
haunt of albatrosses, penguins and«other 
sea fowl, and have no vegetation cave 
scanty lichens and mosses. Elephant Is- 
land is one of the smallest and furth- 
est outlying. Its shores are fringed 
with lofty cliffs, covered with ice and 
snow, and it has nothing resembling a 
harbor. 


It took eight days for Sir Ernest, after! 


he had his men ashore there, to prepare 
for his desperate boat voyage, the datus 
given in his message show. On April 
24, with the days already growing 
shorter. down on the Antarctic circle 
and darkness and the ice closing in, he 
and his five men set out. South Geor- 
gia, for which Shackleton headed, was 
80 miles northeast. There he had a 
base and could get into communication 
by wireless with the outside world. 

The Falklands sre 700 miles by the 
most direct route from Elephant Is- 
land, but as Sir Frnest went first to 
South Georgia, he must have sailed 
1000 miles. 

Shackleton’s Last Previous Word. 

The last word received from the ex. 
plorer, until last night, came to the 
New York World and the Post-Dispatch 
in Feburary, 1915, in a message sent by 
wireless from the desolate island of 
South Georgia, which he had selected as 
his advanced base. It said: 

“You must not look for us until about 
the beginning of March, 1916, and then 
from New Zealand.”’ 

Shackleton then was a year behind his 
schedule, owing to the unusual lateness 
of the season and bad weather condi- 
tions. When he sailed from Liverpool, 
Sept. 12, 1914, to join the FEndurance at 
Buenos Aires, Oct. 26, of that same year, 
he had hoped to land on the shores of 
the Weddell Sea that same _ season 
(spring in the Antarctic) and to start 
on his journey as soon as he could get 
what he needed ashore. 

Near the end of 1914 the Aurora, with 
Capt. Mackintosh, sailed from Hobart. 
Tasmania, on the opposite side of the 
pole, for Ross Sea, to await Sir Ernest's 
arrival. Neither ship was able to sur- 
vive the struggie. and each has left a 
portion of her crew marooned in the 
Antarctic, on opposite sides of the pole— 
the Aurora's men en tye shores of Ross 
Sea, the Endurance’s on Elephant ls. 
land.

Then Aisean men -n ~ 


one of the most powerful and best fitted 
vessels for fighting the ice that had 
ever been built. Constructed through- 
out of oak and pitcn pine, with sides 
triply planked and more than two “Jeet 
thick, it had been believed that she 
was able to withstand any ice pressure. 
She also carried a powerful wireless 
equipment, the gift to Shackleton of 
the Argentine Government. She ‘is of 
360 tons and able to make 10 knots an 
hour with her auxiliary engines. 
When the expedition sailed south from 
South Georgia in February, 1915, it en- 
tered the most dangerous area of the 
Antarctic region, and the one of which, 
from the earliest days of Antarctic ex- 
ploration, the least has been known. It 
was in part for this reason that 
Shackleton decided on his attempt. 


Ross Sea Party Probably Safe. 
Of the two parties which remain— 


those left by the Endurance and those 
of the Aurora—it is probable that the 
Endurance party, on Elephant Island. 
is in the more perilous position. It is 
not known what stores they have with 
them, but Elephant Island offers little 
in the way of food, and by this time 
the winter darkness has set in and the 
sea fowl have long since left. 

Capt. Mackintosh and his men at Ross 
Sea, although farther south, are in a 
region that is well known and within 
reach of numerous depots of provisions 
and stores left behind by Capt. Scott 
and other explorers, and many experts 
en Antarctic conditions have expressed 
the opinion that the party will be able 
to subsist until relief can reach them. 

The first message from the Aurora 
came to the world from acting Capt. 
Stenhouse on March % of this year. He 
reported that, after -various unsuccess- 
ful attempts to secure safe harborage, 
Capt. Mackintosh and two companions, 
three more men who were establishing 
a depot on the bluff, and four of the 
scientific staff went ashore May 6, when 
a blizzard drove the ship from her 
moorings and “‘we saw no more of 
them.’’ 

The Aurora, though carried along in 
the pack ice, for a time escaped serious 
injury. But on July 21 the floes doubled 
back upon her, tearing away her rud- 
der and severely straining her hull. 

She continued in the ice throughout 
the following summer, through the 
months of August, September, October, 
November, until March 14 of the present 
year, when the ice opened and set her 
free, to work her way slowly back to 
civilization with the story of her mis- 
fortune. She had drifted 1200 miles, 
against 700 miles for the Endurance. 

H. E. Wild, one of the men ashore on 
Ross Sea with Capt. Mackintosh. is a 
brother of Frank Wild, second in com- 
mand on the Endurance, who may now 
be with Sir Ernest at the Falklands. 

Very little is known of the personne! 
of the Endurance’s crew, aside from 
the five who were to accompany Sir 
Ernest, and who may now be at Port 
Stanley with him. One other member 
of the crew, however, is Capt. Orde 
Lees of the Roval Marines. He was 
formerly head of the physical training 
school of the British Marine Corps. He 
is an expert on gasoline engines. .

COLUMBUS, O., Juné 1.—Secretary of 
War Baker, in an address as chairman 
of the Ohio Democratic convention here 
today, declared the Republican party is 
“an aggregation of factions agreeing 
upon no set of principles,’* and compared 
it with the Democratic party which he 
said had carried out a wise and definite 
program in economic measures, national 
preparedness and foreign policy. The 
party will be continued in power.to ma- 
ture its program, he predicted. 

Referring briefly to politics in Ohio, 
his home State, the Secretary expressed 
the hope that the present Republican 
administration ‘‘characterized by feeble- 
ness and uncertainty’ would be re- 
placed by the Democrats next year and 
that special attention would be given to 
relieving the financial stringency of Ohio 
cities. 

Secretary Baker praised President 
Wilson for pressing enactment of the 
Federal reserve and rural credits sys- 
tems, tariff reduction, for upholding 
American ideals in dealing with Mex!i- 
co, and for steering the United States 
away from participation in the European 
war. He expressed satisfaction that the 
preparedness program had been mod- 
erate. 

Attack on Republicans. 

Attacking the Republican party, Secre- 
tary Baker said: ‘‘To speak of a man 
as a Republican today identifies him 
with no cause, ascribes to him no opin- 
ton; and whether it affiliates him with 
progressives or reactionaries or. both 
cannot be told until after the national 
convention in Chicago next week.”’ 

He declared that Senator Harding of 
Ohio, who will preside at the Republican 
convention, represents one faction which 
believes the tariff should be the issue 
in the coming campaign, while other Re- 
publicans favor an attack on the foreign 
policy of the present administration. Op- 
position camps divided into those who 
believe the administration has been too 
bellicose and those who fear it has been 
too peace-loving, he said. 

“Then there is a third group,’’ the 
Secretary continued, ‘‘headed by the 
Great Detractor,”’ who, shifting from 
position to position on the nation’s for- 
eign policy, selects at each time appar- 
ently whatever vantage point seems to 
offer an opportunity for making difficult 
the position of the President and Con- 
gress. 

“In other words, what used to be the 
strong, coherent, logical organization 
known as the Republican party, is now, 
so far’ as its leaders are concerned, an 
aggregation of factions, agreeing on no 
set.of principles, advocating no national 
policy, the only common bond of union 
being a willingness to pool issues to 
win. , 

“And this party is about to meet in 
convention at Chicago to select what- 
ever candidate looks best at the last mo- 
ment and whatever principles promise 
tu weather the storm until November. 

“In contrast to this, the Democratic 
party, having lived througk years of 
doubt and hesitation, with a central phil- 
osophy sometimes more a yearning than 
@ program, now presents a matured pol- 
icy, evolved by a great leader, wel- 
comed by his party associates as the 
real expression of their political ideals.” 


Praises Federal Reserve. 
Secretary Baker declared the Fed- 


eral reserve act, by steadying busi- 
ness and commerce during the try- 
ing period of the European war, 
alcne “would afford a record for 
courage and wisdom upon which the 
party could confidently appeal to the 
country.” It has eliminated the power 
of a few financiers to cause @ panic, 
he stated. The rural credits legisla- 
tion “is the first comprehensive rec- 
ognrition by the nation of the needs 
and rights of those who till the soil 
ax the foundation of our entire 
economic structure,” said the Secre- 
tary. 

Commenting on the Democratic re- 
duction of tariff, Baker said: “To 
the amazement of the faithful the 
duties have gone down but the dinner 
pail is not only not empty but full 
to overflowing. The high protective 
duty has passed to the hall of fame, 
where it is placed with Doctor Cook 
and Cagliostro, venerable only be- 
cause of the length of time men rend- 
ered homage for virtues which it did 
not possess.” 

Baker declared that intervention 
Mexico had been urged by “some Amer- 
ican owners of Mexican mines, some 
American proprietors of Mexican con- 
cessions, some Americans who looked 
with longing eyes on Mexico as Na- 
hoth's vineyard.’ Border disorders have 
been unfortunate, he explained, but the 
only alternative was “war upon these 
people, who have willed no act of ag- 
gressions on us, to invade their coun- 
try and to spend years in the occupa- 
tion of foreign soil, and in toilsome ef- 
fort, expensive of life and treasure, to 
impress an alien civilization on these 
people.”’ 


Touches on the War. 
Included in Baker's comment on the 


European war, was this: 

“Te js better for the people of the 
United States not to be involved in Prat 
vast destruction if it can be honorably 
avoided: and second, it is better for hu- 
manity for the United States not to be 
involved, in order that, when the end of 
the struggle comes, there will be one 
great and persuasive power in friend] 
relations with all of the belligerents in- 
spired only by high motives of humanity 
and friendship. to aid as adviser and 
and counselor in the terms of readjust- 
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of the case, a trustee, for the time be- 
ing, of the rights of neutrais.”’ 

President Wilson was the subject of 
this praise from the Secretary. 

“When the history of this age comes 
to be written, the great fortune of the 
American people and of the world will 
appear to have been that our destinies 
were in the hands of a man patient, wise 
and just, who saw past all the minor 
annoyances and through all the cross 
currents of feeling, who resisted every 
impulse toward impetuous judgment and 
thereby accomplished these great things: 
First, that he saved the lives of count- 
less Americans who by any other course 
would have been devoted to death in 
battle; second, that he preserved the civ- 
ilization of the twentieth century against 
the last great assault which would have 
been made had our country, too, been 
swept into the general catastrophe; 
third, that he vindicated and preserved 
unimpaired the rights of neutrals and 
restrgined the zeal of belligerents from 
sacrificing international law to the sup- 

cessities of their military plans; 
and, fourth, that he saved up the moral 
energies of a@ great and: free people to 
place them at the disposal of mankind 
when they\rested from their work of 
destruction ayd began to reconsider the 
possibilities of national life. 

“His has been the one sane and serene 
spirit which will redeem this age: and 
when the election comes it will be found 
that the people of -.merica, whatever 
their sympathies in the European strug- 
gle, realize that the one indispensable ex- 
ponent of the mind, the friendliness and 
the ideals of America in the remaking 
of the old order in the Old World is the 
finest type produced in this age by the 
new order in the New World—Woodrow 
Wilson.’’ 


GARMENT MAKERS END LOCKOUT 


Employes Invited to Return to Work 
—Union Officials Send Pickets. 
NEW YORK, June 1.—A crisis in the 
struggle between garment makers and 
their employes was precipitated today 
by the action of the Cloak, Suit and 
Skirt Manufacturers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation in instructing its members to 
open their shops and give an opportu- 
nity for the return of their employes, 
who were locked out April 29. The man- 
ufacturers’ busy season begins the first 
of July, and today’s move was taken 
as a determined effort to get the shops 
running regularly by the middle of 
June. The employers gave no indica- 
tion of any intention to grant the 
union’s chief demand, which is for a 

preferential union shop. 
Union: officials adopted a defiant at- 


titude today, and sent a swarm of 
pickets to persuade workers who might 
be inclined to accept the manufacturers’ 
offer not to return. ,

“There has been no important change 
in business conditions in this 

during the ‘ast month. Some lines report 
gains equal to those reported in previous 
months, |-ut in general business seems 
to have slowed down, at least to a de- 
gree. Some authorities consider this the 
natural result of the rapid increase in 
the cost of finished articles, while others 
claim that it ts due to a general re- 
adjustment. Shipments of wholesalers 
continue satisfactory, with the shoe man- 
ufacturers showing the greatest activ- 
ity. | 

“Ratiroad earnings in the district con- 
tinue to shew increases. Transporta- 
tion problems due to the shortage of cars 
are the congestion at freight termi- 
nals have received the careful attention 
of railrozd operators for the past few 
months. Wille the volume of freight 
tonnage remains at a high level, it ap- 
pears that it is being handled more ex- 
peditiousiy and on May 1 the roads 
througheut the country teperted a sur+ 
plus of cars, as compared to a short- 
age the first of the previous month. 

Labor Conditions Good.

“The Gcoverrment crop figures show 
that the per cent wf atandoned acreage 
this year in the principal wheat produc- 
ing states of- the disirict is unusually 
large and the report of condition is be- 
low teth the 19)5 an’ the 10-year av- 
erage. Reports of cercition, however, 
show improvement as compared to 
Aprli 1 in each state of the district ex- 
cept Mississippl. Reports en the wheat 
situation from correspondents and per- 
vonal investigations are, however, some- 
what pessimistic. The stand of wheat’ 
in Central M:ssuuri and Iilinols ts light. — 
Correspondents report the wheat is mak- 
ing a poor showing and the complaints 
of injury to the crop by chinch and green 
bugs are quite frequent. Many farmers 
report that they have had to plow up 
their winter wncat and put in other 
crops.

Oats, alfalfa, clover and 
other fodder crops are reported to be 
growing nicely and the outlook ts prom- | 
ising. 

“Reports from the strawberry pro- 
ducing sections of Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Kentucky an“ Missouri are entirely fa- 
forable. The crop is moving to mar- 
ket rapidly. The week ending May 2.

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ROOSEVELT’S GOOD WORK. 

Col. Roosevelt told the truth about himself when 
he said at the Planters Hotel, “Whatever defects 
I may haye, I do not pussyfoot.” He plants his 
feet with a vigorous thud. He has the courage of 
his convictions. He speaks out in school. 

By reason of his candor and courage the Colonel 
is doing good on two important lines: 

1. He is awakening the American people to the 
necessity: of. adequate preparedness against war 
and informing them on the best method of prepa- 
ration—universal compulsory military training 
and service. 

2. He is awakening the people to the danger 
ot the hyphen in America—the danger of Amer- 
ican divisions and antagonisms on racial lines and 
racial issues—and is preaching sound American- 
ism with splendid force and effect. 

Col. Roosevelt and President Wilson agree on 
Americagism and the menace of anti-American 
racial and national organizations and movements 
to control American foreign policies through po- 


| litical action. Both are victims of demagogic ap- 


peals to race sympathies, passions and preju- 
dices. Both are fighting the battle for American- 
ism. It is a battle that must be fought to a finish” 
Col. Roosevelt did special good service in this 
vital cause when he came to St. Louis and brand- 
ed the professional. race demagogues and moral 
traitors who are trying to mislead Americans of 
German origin. His appeal to loyal Americans of 
every origin to stand for America should be heed- 
fed. The men who are trying to divide America 
on racial lines and to form racial political units 
for alien purposes and interests should be repudi- 


ated by men of their own raca. 


Col. Roosevelt's criticism of President Wilson’s 
proposal of voluntary universal training and serv- 
ice is sound. The plan is illusive. It would leave 
the country without a guarantee of preparedness. 
We have been depending on the volunteer system, 
with the result that we are, as we have always 
been, unprepared. 
the enforcement by law of the obligation of serv- 
ice when the country needs service and of readi- 
ness for service. If citizens do not universally 
volunteer to train and serve, we would bear the 
same évils and the same dangers that we suffer 
from our present system. National defense would 
rest upon a gamble—the initiative of the individual 
instead of the obligation of law. What would 
happen if we left the public revenues to the vol- 
untary universal payment of taxes? Efficient 
military service when needed is as important as 
adequate revenues. Under the volunteer military 
system the Government, which is responsible for 
national defense, is without the power to command 
the trained and equipped army and navy neces- 
sary for defense. It is helpless to assure adequate 
forces for the purpose. There is no guarantee in 
the President’s plan of equality:of military bur- 
dens, which is the essence of democracy, 

Compulsory universal training and service is 
the only democratic, economical and efficient plan 
for thorough preparedness, It is anti-militaristic 
It is insurance against war and its disasters. To 
inform public opiniog on this subject is a task 
worthy of wise American leadership.

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IF THE TELEGRAPHERS STRIEHB. 

Telegraph operators demand a decrease in work- 
ing héurs from nine to eight, a 10 per cent increase 
in wages and the end of discrimination against 
union men, They threaten a strike on the eve 
of the Republican national convention unless these 
concessions are granted. 

But one other sort of strike could be as com- 
pelling as a strike of telegraphers at such a time. 
That would be a strike of railroad hands, pre- 
venting the delegates from attending the conven- 
‘tion.

A dismal prospect will be opened if they 
refuse concessions. At least one candidacy at Chi- 
cago would languish without nation-wide publicity.

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SCIENTIFIC WAR ORVELTY. 

Out in the open field at Halle there is a vast 
structure of the hospital type, the extent of which 
at first sight would preclude all expectation of 
ever seeing it filled. It is now filled to overflow- 
ing and a city of tents extend the charity far be- 
vond the original limits.

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CARRANZA’S OWN PROBLEM. 

Can the Mexican de facto Government guarantee 
the security of the American border and the safety 
of Americans in Mexico? 

In the settlement of the Mexican problem this 
assurance far outweighs the dignity of Carranza 
and the theoretical sovereignty of the Carranza 
Government over Mexican territory. 

It is a condition, not a theory, that confronts 
both the American and Mexican Governments in 
Mexico. The condition is that of lawless band- 
itry and the apparent inability of the de facto 
Government to deal with it. Let Carranza astab- 
lish the sovereignty of his own Government in 
Mexico before insisting that the United ‘States 
Government shall not protect its own people\ and 
its own territory from murderous raids and pun- 
ish those guilty of them. 

The question of our military operations in Mex- 
ico is up to the Carranzistas, not to the Washing- 
ton Government. Gen. Carranza knows that we 
have no designs on Mexico except the restoration 
of order. and security. 
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‘‘WITH ULSTER EXOLUDED.’’ 
Negotiations for substituting home rule for the 
governmental machinery in Ireland whose “com- 
plete breakdown” Premfer Asquith admitted, are 
reported to have reached the stage of success. At 
least Redmondites and Ulsterites. shook hands at 
a conference on accepting the Lloyd-George plan. 
The exclusion of Ulster, which forms the basis of 
the agreement, will of course provide an anoma- 
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lous government, partly home-ruled and partly t ¥ Re pai 


London ruled, in a country which geography de- 
signed to be an administrative unit. 

But the ministry as a whole has long insisted 
that no part of the island should be coerced into 
accepting the new system. The Redmondites also 
agreed long ago that Ulster should be excluded. 
The differences arose over the manner in which 
exclusion should be brought about. 


The Redmond plan was to grant a local option { 


vote in each of the countries of Ulster on whether 
they would come under the home rule act. Now 
in some of these nine counties sentiment on home 
rule is closely divided and in one or two it is a 
majority sentiment. The Carsonites opposed a 
vote and contended that all the nine counties 
should be excluded by the terms of the home rule 
act itself. 

So the Carson-Redmond hairsplitting went on 
until the very opening of the great war, July, 1914. 
With the negotiations renewed for home rule with 
peace, perhaps the Carsonites have consented to a 
vote or the compromise may provide for exclusion 
during only a limited term of years. 

Now seems to be a favorable time for genuine 
Irish home rule applying to the whole island. 
With the object lesson of the Dublin uprising be- 
fore them, would the Carsonites /atili insist that 
Ulster is right and Ulster will Tight, if as a war 
measure, a Pan-Irish bill should make all Ireland 
a separate governing unit as West Virginia was 
made a separate governing unit during our war? 
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**SOCIAL FITNESS.’’ ; 

Our compliments to Judge McElhinney of Clay- 
ton on his declaration (in the Glen Echo Club 
case) that “there are no standards of mere social 
fitness which a court can recognize.” 

Social fitness, in the sense in which it is applied 
in the selection, or exclusion, of men by a golf 
club, would be the utter ruination of the system 
of justice and complete overturning of every other 
republican institution we baast. Social fitness, 
which deals largely with manners and politeness, 
would deny any rights on earth to honest men 
who pick their teeth in public or eat mashed po- 
tatoes with that perfectly constitutional weapon, 
the knife, 

Social fitness is purely a question to be decided 
by those who elect and maintain themselves as 
socially fit. That is their legitimate privilege in 
a country that is big énough for all kinds of 
people and under a Constitution guaranteeing per- 
sonal freedom and the pursuit of life, liberty, and 
happiness in the form of golf, bridge, dancing, tea 
or tiddlywinks. But the outsider has quite as 
good a constitutional right to be exclusive on his 
own account. Let him go off and erect and main- 
tain a standard of social fitness of his own and 
admit only those whom he pleases to the privilege 
of associating with him. No man has a legal 
right to another man’s company, and snobbish- 
ness is not a statutory or common law offence. 
The only effective punishment for snobbishness 
(and after all it is perfectly harmless) is to ignore 
it completely.

We learned late last March that the relief 
expedition from New Zealand for Sir Ernest 
Shackleton’s trans-South Polar exploration ex- 
pedition had gone to pieces. 
We now hear from Shackleton himself. He !s 
at Port Stanley, Falkland Islands; with some of 
his men. 
ago on the way to the South Pole. Their ship 
was caught and crushed in the ice in the midst 
of the Weddell Sea and drifted 700 miles. They 
were there when the relief ship Aurora was 
sprained and forced to turn ‘back on the opposite 
side of the polar area. They finally landed on 
Elephant Island, where 22 men of the party now 
are. The others niade for South Georgia, the 
expedition’s base, in a small boat, and got 
throdugh.. 
This is a unique siesitenee in polar -explora- 
tion. The expedition was virtually double headed 
—Shackleton’s own party moving from this side 
of the earth across the South Pole, and the relief 
expedition moving toward him from the opposite 
side of the earth, Both expeditions came to grief 
in about the same way and at about the same 
time. Part of the crew of the Aurora was left 
behind and their fate Is yet to be learned. Part 
of the Endurance’s crew was left — and is 
yet to be rescued.

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MEAT AND FATS 15 
ABOUT EXHAUSTED 


Crowds Stand in Line for Hours 
in Large Cities to Get 
a Little. 


CROP PROSPECTS GOOD 
Indications Are That the Central 


Empires Will Have Large 
Cereal Supply. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 16.—For the first time 
since the outbreak of the war, meat is 
hard to obtain in the capital and larger 
cities of the German empire. ‘Meat 
lines’’ have grown as long as the ‘‘but- 
ter and milk lines’’ and those forming 
them must sometimes wait for hours 
before they can procure the quota al- 
lotted by their cards. 

Responsible for this condition are the 
heavy demands made upon the meat 
supply by the army, an almost total 
cessation of imports and the Govern- 
ment’s new policy of discouraging the 
slaughtering of meat animals before 
fattening has given them their maxi- 
mum butcher weight. Cattle owners 
have recently shown a tendency to keep 
stock from the market because the 
maximum price arrangements has left 
them little profit. 

On the necessity of feeding meat ani- 
mals to the limit of meat and fat pro- 
Guction the Government and the own- 
ers of stock are one. Both say that a 
check in butchering now will add in 
about three months from 2 to.2 per 
cent to the available meat supply. A 
fine stand of grass on meadow and 
pasture and the arrival] of more Indian 
corn from Rumania are counted upon 
to produce this improvement. Prospects 
for a good pork production are said to 
be excellent. Last fall the pork was 
poor infjquality and quantity. In the 
winter of 1914-15 the Government realiz- 
ing that there would be a shortage in 
foodstuffs, advised that all pigs in good 
condition be ;slaughtered and the meat 
preserved. This was done, but in many 
cases the meat was so poorly cured 
owing to a lack of competent help that 
it spoiled by the thousands of tons. 
Since then an effort has been made to 
bring back the pork production — to 
something approaching normal] propor- 
tions. 


Fattening of Cattle Plan. 
The question now is whether it will be 


possible to obtain the foodstuffs neces- 
si.ry to bring this year’s animals to a 
good weight. A good potato crop wou!¢ 
greatly facilitate this, as would also 
r-ore Indian corn fron: Rumania, which 
it is believed can be obtained While 
this year’s corn crop would hardly in- 
fluence the pork situation in Gerrvany, 
it is the intention to give al! the pres- 
ent purchases to pork proilticers and 
distribute the new contracts among 
stock owners. 

An improvement in the pork situation 
would also ease the shortage of fat in 
the empire, which is felt al:nost more 
than the shortage of meat. The neces- 
sity of ample supply of animal fat has 
never been felt so by the people as by 
the Germans at present, especially since 
the production of butter fell to almost 
nothing during the winter months. 

There has ‘been a slixnt improvernent 
in the milk and butter situation, but it is 
cunsidered out of the question that these 
articles will again be easily »btairalJe 
until severa) months after the war. Hei- 
lend, Denmark and Switzerland can net 
hope to make good the excess demund 
whtch the war has placed upon tke 
dairy industry of Germanv. It is cer- 
tain, however, that Germany after the 
war will import meat and animal fats 
from foreign countries and in this inan- 
ner tide over until ths milk and butter 
sroduction is again ample. 

Eggs have been rather plentiful this 
season. In many cases they have been 
the principal food item. Fish also is 
easily obtained, though a lack of fat 
has robbed many of the dishes prepared 
with them of much nutriment. 

Crop Prospects Good. 

The one bright ray in Germany’s na- 
tional cupboard is the fact that the 
grain prospects for the present year are 


: exceedingly good. Rye and winter wheat 


are well advanced and the spring crops 
have been favored by timely rains and 
early season. It is said there is enough 
rain in the ground to mature the winter 
crops and that but little more moisture 
is needed for the spring cereals. Potatoes 
have been planted early and while as yet 
little can be said on the crop outlook 
there ore those who say that Germany 
never has two bad potato years in suc- 
cession. 

Crop conditions in Austria-Hungary 
and in the territories occupied by the 
central Powers’ troops are also gvod 
as an Associated Press correspondent 
has been able to ascertain personally. 
In the Danube bottoms the winter cere- 
als suffered a great deal from the heavy 
rains in March and April and considera- 
ble acreage had to be replanted with 
corn and other late crops, but on the 
higher leveis all crops are good or bet- 
ter. Fhe only danger now is that heavy 
rains may interfere with the harvest- 
ing, as was the case last year. Now, as 
then, most of the ablebodied men are in 
the field, and while the Russian pris- 
oners of war have constantly improved 
as farm laborers, they still fail to take 
the place of the owners of the land. 

With a fairly moist season in June 
and dry weather in July and August, 
the central empires can count on the 
elimination of at least one of their food 
problems—that of bread—which, in its 
turn, would help solve the meat and fat 
situation by lessening the demand for 
these foods.

LONDON, June 1—Col. Winston 
Churchill, former First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, in the House of Commons, yes- 
terday, criticised Britain’s conduct of 
the war with great frankness, and Pre- 
mier Asquith made reply. 

With reference to Churchill's criticism 
that too many soldiers remained in En- 
gland, the Prime Minister argued that 
the possibility of an invasion must be 
taken into consideration. Though per- 
sonally he thought an invasion unlikely, 
Mr. Asquith said, “it is a risk which 
cannot be left out of account, and we 
must always effectively provide for it 
and must be gulded by the opinion of 
those who can decide what number of 
men are absolutely necessary to rénder 
the country secure against invasion.’’

Eventually we found ourselves beset in 
the ice, which never opened again. Sum- 
mer conditions were nonexistent. Con- 
trary to all expectations of the Ant- 
arctic in early February, the tempera- 
ture was below zero. 

These conditions apparently accounted 
for the migration of animal life. 

\In the middle of February there were 
signs of the ice opening, so, despite the 
shortage of coal, we attempted to break 
out. By the end of February there were 
49 degrees of frost and the old and young 
pecks were cemented together. 
impossible to land or extricate 
ship, and we prepared to winter. 

It is unnecessary to give details. The 
winter was, generally speaking, mild, 
with the usual blizzards. Sixty-seven 
degrees of frost was the lowest temper- 
ature we recorded. The Endurance 
drifted southwest, reaching a furthest 
south of 77 degrees south latitude, and a 
Jongitude of 35 degrees west.

We continued our zigzag drift across 
Weddell Sea to the northwest, immov- 
ebly fixed in the pack. General scien- 
tific work wag carried out. Meanwhile, 
Ja view of the possibility of pressure, 
we placed sledging stores on deck and 
trained the dogs for emergencies. Twen- 
ty dogs died from sickness and some 
disappeared, on April 15, for 109 days. 

“Jn mid-April we had a moment of 
@rave anxiety. The pack drove the ship 
toward a great stranded berg, and we 
were saved only by a sudden change in 
the drift. In June began the menace 
of ice pressure, the ice rafting up to a 
height of 20 feet, close to the ship. In 
July the pressure became more intense, 
and there were ominous signs that the 
‘Ship would be involved in the pressure. 

The icé rose into ridges 40 feet in 
height, grinding into floes ahead. Blocks 
of 30 tons were thrown about, communi- 
cating shocks to the ship. Our prepara- 
tions for the worst eventualities were 
completed.

On Aug. 1, while examining the floes. 


during a blizzard, the ice split under my 
feet, and I had just rushed the dogs on 
board when, with a grinding crash, the 
pressure took us. The Endurance was 
hove badily.out of the ice and was flung 
befdre the gale against masses of up- 
rivén ice. The vessel stood the strain, 
ind by midday the pressure ceased. The 
ship heeled over, half out of water, 
and with her rudder split.

| Log of Shackleton’s 
Expedition as Shown 
in His Story of Trip 


™mOLLOWING is the log of 
FE Lieut. Shackleton’s expedition 

as recorded in his message: 

“The Endurance started from 
South Georgia Dec. 6, 1914, sailed 
southward through the Sandwich 
Islands @nd entered..the Antartic 
ice pack in latitude 58.40, Longitude 
18. The ship was forced by de- 
vious courses through a thousand 

miles of. bergs until Goat's Land 
was sighted Jan. 10. 

Shortly afterward Shackleton 
discovered new land with 200 miles 
of coastline, which he named 
Caird Coast. 

The expedition reached the far- 
thest south point of the trip in 
latitude 77, longitude 35. The ship 
was carried northward and badly 
crushed by ice in Weddell Sea. 
in latitude 69.5, longitude 61.32. Thé 
nearest land was Paulet Island, 34; 
miles distant. 

The Endurance sank Oct. 27, 1915, 
in Weddell Sea. 

The party sighted Elephant Is- 
land April 7 and landed April 15, 
1916. 

Shackleton and five men left for 
South Georgia April 24 and arrived 
May 10. They reached Port Stan- 
ley, Falkland Islands, May 31, 


south latitude and 61 degrees 82 min- 
utes west longitude. The nearest land 
and prospect of food was Paulet Island, 
34, miles distant. 

We reorganized our equipment. All 
“ur scientific recurds and fiim photos 
were saved. On Oct. 30 we started re 
laying toward the north. With sevea 
dog teams relaying the provision sledges 
and the men hauling the boats in half- 
m-fle relays, our advance was ore mile in 


a day. 


New cracks and high-pressure ridges 
impeded progress and the crossing of 
the open cracks was further endangered 
by the pressure of killer whales, which 
would not hesitate to attack any man 
unfortunate enough to fall in. 

After full consideration, I decided, as 
it waB impossible to move a large party 
across the working ice, to camp in the 
vicinity of the wreck and our salved 
stores and depend on the northerly drift 
and the summer break-up. 

On Oct. 31 we reached a heavy floe 
and there made our ocean camp. We 
salved stores from the ship by cutting 
through the ice and the main deck and 
grappled out a hundred cases of food. 


Our three boats, named, respectively. 
after donors to the expedition, the 
James Caird, Dudley Docker and Stan- 
combe Wills, were prepared for a sea 
journey. For the next three months 
we drifted north. The Endurance sank 
on Nov. 2. 

Leaves Camp but Is Driven Back. 

The November drift was only 30 miles 
to the good; the December drift was 
equally disappointing, northerly gales 
rebeatedly driving us back after good 
progress. On Dec. 23 we left ocean 
camp, as the ice appeared close enough 
to travel over. Hauling the boats, 
marching night and day through deep 
snow and cutting through pressure 
ridges, the whole party, with two boats, 
advanced nine miles in five days. On 
Dec. 28 the rotten ice made it impossi- 
ble to proceed, the boats sinking through 
the brash. At times various units were 
isolated on separate floes. 

We were forced to retreat and set up 
Patience Camp. There we passed Jan- 
uary, February and March, 1916, slowly 
drifting north. The floe ice grew small 
under the attack of neighboring icebergs 
and gales and was finally reduced to 100 
yards square. 

In January we shot five of our dog 
teams, owing to the shortage of food. 
The party were put on straight rations 
because of the dearth of seals and the 
limited hunting radius. 

In January, 1916, we crossed the Ant- 
arctic Circle. February passed without 
any hope of escape. By the middie of 
March winter commenced, with low tem- 
peratures, long nights.and heavy biiz- 
zards. 

The tents were worn out, there was a 
shortage of fuel and the possibility of 
inaking Paulet Island had disappeared. 
We were drifting north rapidly, and the

On March 23 we sighted the distant 
peaks of Joinville Island, the northern 
extremity of -West Antarcticus, but an 
impenetrable belt of ice, working’ un- 
der pressure, precluded any attempt at 
crossing to the land. 
On April 7 we sighted Clarence Island, 
the most easterly of the South Shet- 
lands. Here the party had a narrow es- 
cape, a great berg driving through the 
pack missed us by only 200 yards. 
Floe Splits to Pieces, 
On April 8 the floe on which our camp 
Was pitched split to pieces under the in- 
fluence of the swell. As the ice opened 
we launched the boats... The tide rip 
driving the ice almost finished our ex- 
pedition. Rowing through the masses 
of pack we made northward and pulled 
the boats up on the floe for the night. A 
heavy swell set in at midnight and the 
floe split under the tent. 
We pulled one man out of the water 
before the floes closed together. The 
whole party waited for daylight on a 
rocking floe only 100 feet long. On the 
10th we made westward in a heavy 
snow squall and reached the open seu, 
but there we met a-high swell “which 
forced us to retreat to the pack ice. The 
sea was too heavy for our: deeply laden 


open boats, so during the night I dras- 


tically reduced the equipment and we 
camped on an iceberg. The temperature 
was low and the sea increasing. The 
berg began to split during the night.

London Post Denounces Shackleton 
Expedition as Ill-Timed, 
LONDON, June 2.—All of the morning 
papers publish the story of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton's Antarctic/’expedition in full 
with the exception of the Morning Post. 
The Post devotes two paragraphs to an 
account of the expedition and in an edi- 
torial denounces the undertaking as ill- 

advised in war time. 

‘‘No doubt in other times,’’ says the 
editorial, “it would have been thrilling 
to read all that has befallen Shackleton 
and his devoted company at the South 
Pole. It is impossible today, however, 
not to reflect on all that might have be- 
fallen this country and that has been so 
narrowly averted while the Shackleton 
expedition was helpless in the Antarctic 
ice floes.’’

PACKARD, Io., June 2.~Two women 
were killed and 10 other passengers in- 
jured as the result of the collapse of

Pacific Railroad, early today. 

In addition to the two dead, 
persons are missing. 

The bodies of the two women were 

taken from the wreck at 9 o’clock, One 
was identified as Mrs. Emma Vonvliet 
of Traer, Io. The engine, baggage car, 
smoker and day coach plunged into the 
creek. The bodies were recovered from 
the day ceach. The missing were rid- 
ing in the smoker and it is feared were 
drowned. 
Many of the passengers broke the win- 
dows of the coaches and crawled on to 
the sides of the cars, where they re- 
mained until taken off by rescuers in 
boats.

From the advices thus far received 
it would appear that the greatest na- 
val battle in history has occurred.

But 
apparently the battle was not fought out 
to a point to determine -mastery of the 
seas, for the losses, serious as they 
are reported to have been, will not im- 
pair the strength of either fleet to a 
vital extent. The scene of battle was 
in the eastern waters of the North Sea. 
It is probable that the German fleet 
was on one of the excursions into the 
Nerth Sea which it has taken from 
time to during during the war and met, 
whether or not by design, with the 
British fleet. 


Germans Capture Cailette Wood and 
Nearby Trenches South of Diuaumont 


BERLIN, June 2.—The capture of Catl- 
ette Wood, south of Fort Douaumont, 
on the Verdun front, and adjoining 


trenches was announced today by the 
War Office. 

A counter attack by the French south- 
west of Vaux Wood was a failure, al- 
though made in strong force, the state- 
ment adds. The capture of 76 officers, 
2000 men, three guns and more than a 
score of machine guns is reported.’’ 


PARIS, June 2.—In the course of 
heavy fighting on the Verdun front, 
which continued through the night, the 
French progressed slightly south of 
Caurettes Wood (west of the Meuse), 
the War Office statement of today an- 
nounces. The struggle between Thiau- 
mont farm and Vaux, eart of the Meuse, 
is described as extremely violent. 

The statement says: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse a 
counter attack delivered by our troops 
made it possibie for u to progress 
for 100 yarus in the communicating 
trenches of the enemy south of the 
Wood of Caurettes. Between this wood 
and the village of Cumieres an attack 
on the part of the enemy was checked 
by our curtain of fire, .nd the Ger- 
mans could not move out. 

"On the right bank of the river the 
battle continued yesterday and iast 
night with extreme vicitence along the 
entire front between the Thiaumont 
farm and Vaux. It éven spread to 
the east of the Vaux Fort as far( as 
Lamloup. In the region. of Thiaumont 
and Douaumont the azcsaults of the 
enemy were repulsed by our fire: and 
our counter attacks. 

“South of the Dovuaumont Fort the 
Germans were successful in penetrat- 
ing the southern portion of the Cail- 
lette Wood as well as the southern 
shores of the Vaux positions. On our 
right all the attacks directed upon the
